tains the three essential fertilizing con-1 
stitnents, i. e., nitrogen, phosphoric acid 
and potash. 


Xitroften exists in fertilizers in three 


distinct forms, viz , as organic matter, as 
ammou:ii, arid as nitrates. It is the most 
expensive fertilizing iuaiedient. 


Organic nitrogen is nitrogen in combi- 


nation with other elements either as 
vegetable or animal matter. The more 
valuable sources are dried blood, dried 
meat, tankage, dried lish, and cotton- 
seed tneul. 


Ammonia is a compound of nitiogen 


more readily available to plants than or- 
iranie nitrogen. The most common form 
is sulphat^ nf ammonia, or ammonium 
suiphatu.

that results f »m the decay of vegetable 
01 aniwal substances. 


XHrates furnish the most readily avail-

Phosphoric acid, one of the most essen- 


ti.ii fertilizing ingredients, is derived 
frrm mateiials called phosphates.

.loi's not exist alone, but in combination, 
iii<vst commonly at. phosphate of lime iu 
lilt litrtu ot bi.nes, rock phosphate and 
pho*I>hatic slag. Phosphoric acid occurs, 
m :eitilizt>rs iu three forms—so'ublo, re- 
veitetl and insoluble phosphoric acid.

would desire it; yet if 1 had my life to 
live over again I am unt conscious that 
I could improve it ia any particular or 
at any other period." 


lie then explained the reasons of some 


of the disappointments which had op- 
pressed his mind. ''The conduct of my 
daughlei B-asy haa through life been so 
disobedient that in uo instance has she 
consulted rny opinion or feeling; indeed, 
she has caused uie more anxiety and 
trouble than all my other children put 
together, and her folly aud misconduct 
have occasioned trie a tram of expense 
that first aud last has caused me much 
money.

Considering, However, the 
weakness of human nature, and that she 
is still my daughter, it ii my will and 
pleasure to provide for her." 
And the 


division which he did not provide for bei 
consisted of property with auch growing 
value that eventually it proved to be no 
inconsiderable fortune.

lame Bonaparte's unpopularity and of 
'ier reluctance to speak well of any one, 
ind notwithstanding all her vagaiiee iu 
.he fashionable life of iiiropa, there was 
lowbere aud at 110 li.-ne a bruath of 
icandal against the daughter. 
In this 


eapeot her conduce sBrtius to have bten 
irreproachable aud her reputation willi 
out tarnish. 


Madame Bonaparte's love of money— 


ihe oi.cesaid her only fiieud was her 
purse—grew stronger as she passed the 
niddle years of life. 
When she returned 


'/o Baltimore ia 1734, she brought m her 
baggage twelve bouueta, which she said 
ihe would make last her as lone aa she 
'ived. Her constant complaint was po\- 
•frty or the fear or poverty. 
In 181!J, 


*heu writing to Lady Mirgan, her bnl- 
.iant Irish friend, she said : "Do you 
Know that, haviug been cheated out of 
the fortune which I ought to have inher- 
ted from my late rich aud unjust parent, 
[ have only ten thousand dollars, or two 
Jiousand pounds K iglisli, which L can 
disburse annually ?"

tained by the church. The decision, iu 
spite of the sttong a-irt convincing case 
which she made out, was adverse to her, 
and it was supposed that Louis Napoleon 
himself inspired it iu order that there 
might be no future trouble for his 
dynasty.
